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President’s Addreess. 
A. A. CORTELYOU, PRESIDENT. 
Gentlemen : 

Again I have the pleasure and honor 
of cordially welcoming the large num- 
ber of my friends and associates who 
have assembeld here today from all sec- 
tions of the country to do honor to the 
queen of the dairy~the Holstein-Frie- 
sian cow. 

I welcome you as those having in 
charge the future of this great associo- 
tion of 1,500 members, which has had 
in the past so much to do with the dairy 
interests of this country, and which in 
the future bids fair to be the command- 
ing force in this great industry in which 
the farmers of the United States have 
an investment in milch cows alone ag- 
gregating upwards of five hundred mil- 
lions of dollars. 

The past and present influence of the 
1,500 members of this association is one 
of the greatest factors in the dairy world 
and, it is my confident belief, will in the 
near future be vastly increased and to 
a point where practically a large ma- 
jority of the dairy products of this coun- 
tiy will follow from the result of your 
successful labors with the black and 
white cow. 

To be made the president of this in- 
fluential body last year and to be again 


made your unanimous choice is to me 


the greatest of honors and of which I 
am deeply sensible, and for which I 
again express to you my fullest appre- 
ciation and extend most cordial greet- 
ings to all. 

The Holstein cow thrives equally well 
whether upon the moist polders of Hol- 
land or upon any other quarter of the 
globe; yet I believe it has remained for 
us in America to mote widely and use- 
fully develop her characteristics than 
have the people of other sections. 

Our efforts at improvement and de- 
velopment are characterized by a wider 
application of the principles of breeding 
and selection, and our methods are the 
more scientific and more generally ap- 
plied. The breeders of Holstein cattle 
are men of energy and application and 
are greatly assisted and guided by the 
results of our deliberations in these 
meetings and the carefully considered 
rules adopted as the result thereof; and 
our interest and that of the dairy public 
is increased and stimulated by the lib- 
eral offering of prizes, both for exhibi- 


tion and for yields of butter and milk, 
made under the Advanced Registry sys- 
tem through the co-operation of experi- 
ment stations and state colleges. The 
degree of public interest in the results 
of these scientific demonstrations of the 
great milk and butter yielding capacity 
of our cattle is such that we find the 
officials of these collleges and experi- 
ment stations heartily co-operating in 
conducting these tests from Maine to 
‘California; in the north and in the 
south; and by this I mean also to in- 
clude and to direct attention to the mag- 
nificent results attained by our friends 
in Canada, where, as Professor H. H. 
Dean of the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege at Guelph, says: “As in former 
years, the Holsteins stand at the head 
of the list in quantity of and profit on 
milk and butter. One Jersey stands 
sixth in profit on milk fat and quantity 
of butter, and tenth in quantity of milk.” 
Our Advanced Register tests are to- 
day a leading feature of the work in 
dairying in the principal Agricultural 
Colleges of America. I find in a report 
of the work done at the University of 
Wisconsin a total of 252 tests conduct- 
ed during the year, of which 234 yere of 
Holsteins, five were of Jerseys, three 
of Guernseys and ten of other breeds. 
These figures tell the story of popular 
interest and need no further comment. 
From the very accurate and interest- 
ing summaries of the tests made under 
the direction of our own Superintend- 
ent of Advanced Registry we find that 
officially authenticated testing is becom- 
ing more and more the leading feature 
of the work of our breeders, and that 
these tests are regarded by the public 
as the true index of the value and of 
the capacity, not only of Holsteins but 
of all breeds, and the practical dairy- 
men are placing absolute reliance upon 
them as an invaluable aid in the selec- 
tion of sires with which to certainly im- 
prove the capacity and profitable pro- 
duction of their cows. It is gratifying 
to note that a large percentage of our 
breeding herds contain an ever-increas- 
ing number of Advanced Register cows, 
and that in the selection of animals for 
foundation stock and for greater de- 
velopment it is deemed essential that 
such shall consist of officially tested 
cows for several generations of ancestry. 
I am especially impressed with the 
great and apparently increasing capacity 
of the younger classes of Advanced 
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Register cows. I recall particularly the

In all these matters, with the hearty, 
enthusiastic and widespread enthusiasm 
that exists for the Holstein cow among 











the members of this association and 
among the thousands of dairymen who 
are finding her the most profitable of 
animals, it is safe to prophecy that in 
due course of time a proper and equita- 
ble regulation of the sale of milk will 
result. 

At the close of our last meeting we 
departed to our homes with new cour- 
age and enthusiasm. We felt that the 
results of our enactments and the ap- 
plication of our new plans by our Board 
of Officers and Executives would lead 
Holstein interests onward to still greater 
prosperity and success. It must be ap- 
parent to the most casual observer that 
the interest in the Holstein cow has 
reached a point hitherto unequalled. 
The agricultural press and the local 
papers have teemed with information 
about our breed, and have unceasingly 
chronicled its profitable work and as- 
tounding achievements of production. 
In all sections of the country wherever 
dairymen gather together you will hear 
the performances of the Holstein cow 
most favorably discussed and plans laid 
for the further introduction of this 
blood into their herds, and the demand 
for stock has exceeded the supply. 

The policy of this association towards 
encouraging the exhibits at fairs, State 
expositions and dairy shows has been 
considerably broadened in the past year. 
The special prizes offered at the Lewis 
& Clark Exposition upon the Pacitic 
coast lead to a magnificent exhibition 
of our cattle, not only by local breeders 
but contributed to even by the Middle 
West, from whence an enterprising 
member shipped and exhibited an entire 
herd, reflecting great credit upon his 
skill in breeding and his energy and en- 
terprise, and most successfully compet- 
ing after this long journey of thousands 
of miles. At the Wisconsin State Fair, 
where was expended the appropriation 
for Western State fairs, a very large 
and highly creditable exhibit was made. 
This association also liberally supported 
the National Dairy Show held at Chi- 
cago, which, although the first of its 
kind, is the beginning of a movement 
which the dairy public hopes to see cul- 
minate in an exhibition commensurate 
with the dairy interests of this country. 
At various other fairs, under especial 
and carefully considered provisions, 
prizes have been offered, bringing out 
fine exhibitions and exciting contests. 
Particularly noticeable for the excel- 
lence of its arrangements and complete- 
ness of its details and exhibits was the 
show at Brockton, Mass., where crowds 
of over 100,000 people a day inspected 
a show of Holstein cattle which would 
arouse the pride and enthusiasm of the 
greatest breeders. 


It is gratifying indeed to note the 
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local spirit of our breeders as shown 
by the forming of clubs for the promo- 
tion of friendly meetings and discus- 
sions and the greater development of 
Hlolstein interests. Numerous and well 
attended meetings have been held by the 
New York State Club.. The New Eng- 
land States formed a large and influen- 
tial organization early last summer 
which is holding its meetings in each 
State and demonstrating its greater 
scope, inviting all dairymen as well to 
participate in its institutes, to the great 
advantage of breeding and dairy inter- 
ests alike. In St. Lawrence county, 
New York, perhaps one of the greatest 
of dairy centers, a Holstein club of over 
100 members is flourishing. Irom these 
institutions great good is coming, and 
I anticipate a development in this direc- 
tion which will include an energetic or- 
ganization wherever our interests war- 
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changed conditions of growth, devel- 
opment and wider usefulness. It gives 
me pleasure to state that Mr. Gardner 
has taken up his work, cheered by the 
good wishes of all, and with care, skill 
and rare devotion has bent himself to 
this task with a high conception of the 
duties of the situation, and has provided 
there for an office equipment and man- 
agement in which we may all take a 
great pride, and with the confident be- 
lief that this most important feature of 
our work will reach a degree of con- 
venience and usefulnéss as yet but little 
anticipated. , 

While I have said much to you about 
our Advanced Registry work I desire 
also to impress upon you the magnitude 
of and great value of the work of the 
secretary's office.

Figures showing analysis may look a little bit dry, but they are 
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pending that an average of one applica- 
tion for registry in five is necessarily 
returned to the applicant for correction. 

All sorts of information in regard to 
the breed, and particular animals, and a 
wide variety of services are continuolly 
demanded by the patrons of the office, 
all of which are most cheerfully and 
carefully furnished. No charge for 
work of this sort is made, but to every 
owner of a Holstein cow is accorded 
fully and freely the use of this great 
source of information. I have noted in 
a single mail a request for a list of 
names of all the daughters of a certain 
bull and their records. A request for 
points and data to enable a man to pre- 
pare an address before a State Board of 
Agriculture, and a request to be in- 
formed as to the use of Holstein milk 
for feeding a delicate child. Requests 
of these sorts with a thousand and one 
questions that will occur to a beginner 
as well as to an experienced dairyman 
make the secretary’s life a busy one. 
The work of various committees, and 
especially that of the literary committee, 
which is wholly carried on from this 
point, involve a mass of detail which 
must be seen to be comprehended. The 
secretary can tell you from carefully 
kept records the name of every paper 
in the United States or Canada which 
has published a word about our breed, 
the date of its appearance and its length, 
and he can place the very clipping itself 
in your hands; and he also knows to 
just what papers articles for publica- 
tion have been sent, and whether or not 
they were printed and when. The mail 
daily and hourly received is by far the 
largest in a thriving city of 8,000 in- 
habitants, embracing several large man- 
ufacturing and other establishments. 
There were distributed from the office 
during the past year over 110,000 sep- 
arate pieces of mail, and the incoming 
letter mail alone often reaches over one 
hundred pieces at a single delivery. 
There are very many other things of 
interest and of the greatest value to the 
work of this association to be observed 
there, but I cannot take your time to 
enumerate them. I feel that from this 
office comes a great deal that is good, 
that creates enthusiasm for and inspires 
confidence in our breed, and I am de- 
lighted to have this opportunity to thus 
fairly express my comprehension and 
appreciation of it. 

The growth of our association in 
wealth, in influence and in usefulness 
steadily progresses. Our membership 
continues to receive large accessions 
from all sections. New York as usual 
far outstrips all other States with a con- 
tribution of members, and the next 
largest growth comes from Wisconsin, 
Ohio, Massachusetts and Michigan. It 
is to be noted that Massachusetts and 
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Pennsylvania have sent double the num- 
ber of members over last year, while 
Ohio and Wisconsin have considerably 
increased Over previous years. 

From the reports of our officers we 
shall hear facts and figures which but 
confirm the prosperous and progressive 
condition of affairs; largely increased 
entries in the Advanced Register and 
magnificent yields of milk and butter; 
increased registration; increased trans- 
fers, and a substantial progress that be- 
speaks much for our association. Upon 
this pleasing condition I offer my con- 
gratulations and express the hope that 
we may long continue under the present 
conditions of concerted and harmonious, 
energetic and aggressive work for the 
Holstein cow and for this association. 


Secretary’s Report, 
Mr. President and Members of the As- 
sociation : 

The report of the business of your 
association for the fiscal year ending 
May 15th is as follows: Cows regis- 
tered, 7,981; bulls registered, 3.842; cow 
transfers issued, 9,044; bull transfers is- 
sued, 4,127; duplicate certificates, 181. 
Total number of registrations, transfers 
and duplicate certificates, 25.175; of 
these the certificates of registry of cows 
are numbered from 77,040 to 85,021, and 
those for bulls from 37,944 to 41,786. A 
comparison of the total number of cer- 
tificates issued with that of the year 
1945 shows an increase of 4,897, or 
over 23 per cent., and exceeds that of 
the next largest dairy breed association 
by upwards of 2,300. 

One hundred and fifty-four applica- 
tions for membership were received up 
to May 15th last year and have been re- 
ceived since the close of the fiscal year. 
New York ‘has contributed 68 members, 
Wisconsin 21, Ohio 14, Michigan 11, 
Pennsylvania 10, Vermont 6, ‘Massachu- 
setts 5, Illinois, Connecticut and Maine 
4 each, California 3, Indiana, Virginia, 





New Hampshire and New Jersey 2 each, 
Washington, North Dakota, Iowa, Min- 
nesota, Nebraska and Ontario 1. each. 
The total membership reported last 
year was 1,3553. During the year the 
deaths of nine members have been re- 
ported, including John M. Creane, New 
Douglas, Ill.; H. F. W. Breuer, Charles- 
ton, S. C.; Jere Baxter, Nashville, 
Tenn.; John Owen, Boonville. N. Y.; 
F. A. Poth, Philadelphia, Pa.; Daniel 
Rosenbloom, Syracuse, N. Y.; John E. 
Stevens, Ludlow, Mass.; Ezra Smith, 
Crawford, N. Y.; A. J. Baltz, Lafarge- 
ville, N. Y., and that of the Hon. Lucien 
T. Yeomans, formerly of Walworth, N. 
Y., who for so many years was most 
prominently and = intimately identified 
with this association and the Holstein- 


Friesian cattle. No man ever labored 
more enthusiastically, efficiently and de- 
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votedly for our cause, and our success 
has been greatly contributed to by his 
discretion, good judgment and energy.

Volume XXIII of the Herd Book has 
been issued during the year and was 
distributed to members in October. It 
contained the pedigrees of 9,773 cattle, 
of which 3,226 were bulls, numbered 
from 34,718 to 37,043; and 6,547 were 
cows, numbered from 70,493 to 77,039. 
The volume contains in its various de- 
partments 978 pages. Its great and in- 
creasing bulk has led to the adoption of 
a new plan for printing which will still 
further condense the entries and permit 
the printing of many more upon each 
page without injury to the usefulness 
and convenience of the book. 

Volume XXIV of the Herd Book is 
now in press, the pedigree portion be- 
ing nearly completed. It contains 11,823 
pedigrees, of which 3,842 are bulls, and 
7,981 are cows. 

The total number of cattle recorded to 
date is 146,798, of which 47,817 are 
bulls and 98,981 are cows. 

The receipts of the office have been 
$36,188.77, and the disbursements $16,- 
039.16, leaving a balance of $20,149.16, 
which has been duly remitted to the 
treasurer.

The past year has been one of the 


most successful in the history of our 
Advanced Registry system, and well 


shows the intense interest taken in the 
improvement of our noble breed of dairy 
cattle. During the year the system of 
official testing has gained a foothold in 


three new States, while in the other 
dairy States the number of officially 
tested Hjolstein-Friesian cows has been 


largely increased. 

During the year just closed our breed- 
ers have had 1,614 cows under test for 
a period of seven days, and many of

results fully sustain the 
reputation of our breed of cattle for 
holding out well. The remaining 1,545 
cows and heifers of all ages produced, 
during a period of seven consecutive 
days, 581,959% Ibs. of milk, containing

mal so tested was 376.7 lbs. milk, con- 
taining 12% Ibs. butter fat, equivalent 
to 63.8 lbs. milk, or over 26 quarts daily, 
and nearly 15 Ibs. of the best quality of 
butter per week.

Unless otherwise mentioned, these rec- 
ords are for a period of seven consecu- 
tive days. ‘They are made under the 
careful supervision of State Agricul- 
tural Colleges and Experiment Stations, 
and their accuracy is vouched for by 
them; no private records are reported 
by the Holstein-Friesian Association. 

During the period from May 5th to 
May 10th, 1906, records for 74 cows 
have been accepted. All made seven- 
day, seven made fourteen-day, one made 
a twenty-one-day and nine made thirty- 
day records. ‘The averages by ages 
were as follows: 

Twenty-two full aged cows averaged: 
age, 7 years, 4 months, 27 days; days 
from calving, 19; milk, 473.1 lbs.; per 
cent. fat, 3.58; fat, 16.932 lbs. Eight 
four-year-olds averaged: age, 4 years, 
3 months, 28 days; days from calving, 
22; milk, 444.6 lbs.; per cent. fat, 3.35;

butter per week. Attention is called to 
the steadiness of the averages noted for 
the animals as a herd from issue to is- 
sue of these reports. 

Interest in this issue of the Official 
Reports will largely center on the great 
hutter-fat record made by Aaggie Topsy 
De Kol, and the enormous amount of 
milk given by De Kol Creamelle. Aag- 
gie Topsy De Kol produced 23.659 Ibs. 
of butter fat from 569.7 Ibs. milk. This 
amount of butter fat would make very 
nearly 28 lbs. of the finest creamery but- 
ter for the week, or almost four pounds 
of butter per day. these great yields 
of butter fat, reported in these issues, 
prove the Hilstein-Friesian cow is the 
all-around cow that she is claimed to 
be, and is equally profitable for the but- 
ter-maker and the milk-seller. 

During the thirty days reported in this 
issue De Kol Creamelle produced 3,040.7 
lbs. of milk, which might be called a 
tolerably large yield, being over ror lbs. 
per day; but during her 60-day test, yet 
to be reported, this cow produced over 
3,200 Ibs. of milk in 30 days, or nearly 
107 lbs. per day. Her owner writes 
that he fed eight young calves from her 
milk, and that all were doing finely. No 
wonder that owners of the beef breeds 
hunt up Holstein-Friesian cows as wet 
nurses for their best calves. 

In the full-age class Inka Darkness 
2nd’s Queen, 20.563 lbs. fat from 492.2 
Ibs. of mily, shows up finely, while May 
Beets De Kol and Pontiac Clothilde 
Hengerveld are both above the 18 lbs. 
point, and worthy of mention. In the 
four-year-old class, Pontiac Pauline 
Hesseltje, 18.662 lbs. fat from 454.9 Ibs. 
milk, heads the list with a fine record. 

The class of heifers with first calf 
shows four specially fine records—Diana 
Artis De Kol, 14.184 lbs. fat from 244.9 
lbs. milk; Pontiac Yankee, 13.593 Ibs. 
fat from 392.4 lbs. milk; Zora Tet, 
12.628 lbs. fat from 382.8 lbs. milk, and 
Tidy Pauline De Kol 2nd, 12.341 lbs. fat 
from 387.4 lbs. milk. These four heifers 
at an average age of 2 years, I month, 
27 days, produced an average of 13.184 
Ibs. butter fat from 396.9 lbs. milk, 
equivalent to nearly 58 quarts of milk 
each per day, and fully 15 lbs. 60zs. of 
best butter. There is nothing small 
about a Holstein-Friesian heifer, either 
in size or yield, 

From May toth to May 15th. 

During the period from May toth to 
May 15th, 1906, records for 95 cows 
have been accepted, six of which were 
begun more than eight months after 




















calving, and one being a_ semi-official, 
full period of lactation record, reported 
by the Nebraska State Agricultural ‘Col- 
lege. Ninety-four made seven-day, one 
made a thirteen-day, four a fourteen- 
day, nine a thirty-day, one a forty-three 


day, and one a sixty-day record. The 
averages by ages were as follows: 
Twenty full aged cows averaged: age, 


7 years, 3 months, 11 days; days from 
calving, 17; milk, 510.7 lbs.; per cent.

This herd of 8 animals, of which 
over two-thirds were two and three- 
year-old heifers, produced in seven con- 
secutive days 32,907.3 lbs. milk, contain- 
ing 1,089,477 lbs. butter fat, thus show- 
ing an average of 3.31 per cent. fat. The 
average yield for each animal was 373.0 
Ibs. milk, containing 12.38 Ibs. butter 
fat, equivalent to about 26 quarts of 
milk per day, and nearly 14% Ibs. of 
best creamery butter per week. When 
the average age of this herd is consid- 
ered the yield per head is remarkable. 

The immense milk yield of De Kol 
‘Creamelle was mentioned in last issue, 
and her sixty-day record in this issue 
shows that for that whole period she 
averaged 102 lbs., 13 ozs. milk per day, 
giving more milk in the sixty days than 
the average good cow of the dairy re- 
gions gives in one year. 

In this issue of the Official Reports 
Aaggie Topsy De Kol, 20.855 lbs. fat 
from 526.4 Ibs. milk, leads, while Belle 
Rodmer 2nd, 20.498 lbs. fat from 682.6 
Ibs. milk, and Ina Woodcrest De Kol, 
20.144 lbs. fat from 611.6 lbs. milk, are 
close seconds. Jessie Maida shows a 
good record of 19.594 lbs. fat from 573.8 
Ibs. milk, but falls short of her former 
record of 20.611 lbs. fat. Copia Pledge 
De Kol, Helena Burke De Kol 6th and 
Homestead Queen De Kol are worthy 
of mention as having passed the 18 Ibs. 
mark, ; 

De Kol Witkop’s Wayne 2nd, 18.265 
Ibs. fat from 430.3 lbs. milk, and Home- 
stead Gem Sadie De Kol, 16.054 lbs. fat 
from 459.7 Ibs. milk, lead the older 
class of the four-year-olds, while Aaggie 








Pietergje Pauline, 16.509 lbs. fat from 
415.3 lbs. milk, leads the younger class 
of the three-year-olds. In the older 
class of the two-year-olds Neta Clo- 
thilde, 15.406 lbs. fat from 455.5 Ibs. 
milk, and Pontiac Lunde Korndyke, 
14.907 Ibs. fat from 397.5 lbs. milk, are 
noticeable, while the younger class 
shows many fine records. 

Of these noteworthy records in the 
younger class four exceed 13 lbs. of 
butter fat, namely, Colanthus Pietertje 
Mercedes De Kol, 13.918 lbs. fat from 
355.4 lbs. milk; Helena Burke Henger- 
veld De Kol 2nd, 13.859 lbs. fat from 
373. 7lbs. milk; Aaltje Rosa Piebe, 13.704 
Ibs. fat from 388.5 Ibs. milk, and Hero- 
ine Tet, 13.023 lbs. fat from 370.4 lbs. 
milk, while Veeman Vale produced 
12.307. lbs. fat from 359.7 lbs. milk. 
These five heifers, at an average age of 
2 years, 3 months, 1 day, produced in 
seven consecutive days an average of 
13.362 lbs. butter fat from 369.5 Ibs. 
milk, equivalent to about 26 quarts of 
milk per day, and over 1514 lbs. of best 
creamery butter per week. 

The heifer owned by the Nebraska 
Agricultural College, calving at 2 years, 
13 days, produced during a lactation 
period of 358 days 10,967.6 lbs. milk, 
containing 338.96 lbs. butter fat, equiva- 
lent to about 5,220 quarts of milk, or 
390.6 Ibs. best of butter. 

The records begun more than eight 
months after freshening all show up 
well, and demonstrate the holding out 
qualities of H.-l. cows. This issue of 
the Official Reports closes the lists for 
the official year.

Conacript of 1813. 

A CONTINUED STORY. 
Translated from the French by the editor 
of the H.-F. World. 

My two comrades being on guard, 
they set out and I remained alone. 
Then the postmaster went to seek a 
bottle of old wine; he seated himself 
at the table and invited me to drink 
with him, which I did willingly. From 
this day till our departure these people 
had much confidence in me. Each even- 
ing we conversed by the fire; the pastor 
came, and the young ladies even de- 





scended to listen. They were blond, 
with blue eyes; the one may have been 
eighteen the other twenty years of age. 
| found in them a measure of resem- 
blance to Catherine which stirred my 
heart. 

One knows that I have a great love 
for my native country, so much so that 
I have never been able to restrain my- 
self from saying it, and this affected 
their sympathies. 

The postmaster complained bitterly of 
the French; the pastor said that France 
Was a vain nation and little chaste, and 





that on this account all Germany would 
rise against us; that they were tired of 
the bad manners of the soldiers and of 
the avidity of their generals, and that 
they had formed the Tugen Bund in or- 
der to resist us. 


“Formerly,” said he to me, “you 
talked to us of liberty; we loved to hear 
that, and our sympathies were rather 
for your armies than for those of the 
King of Prussia and the Emperor of 
Austria; you made war against our sol- 
diers and not against us; you held ideas 
that everybody found just and grand, 
and this is why you have had no quar- 
rel with the people, but with their mas- 
ters. Today it is quite different; all 
Germany is going to march; all the 
young men are going to rise, and it is 
we who speak of liberty, of virtue and 
of justice to France. The one who ad- 
vocates these things is always the 
strongest, because he has against him 
only the rascals of all countries, and 
because he has for him the youth, the 
courage and grand ideas which lift the 
army above egotism, and which cause 
you to sacrifice life without regret. You 
have had this a long time, but you 
have it no longer. Your generals for- 
merly, I remember it, fought for liberty; 
they slept upon straw, in barns, as sim- 
ple soldiers; they were terrible men! 
Now sofas are necessary for them; they 
are more noble than our nobles, and 
more rich than our bankers. These 
make war, formerly a most beautiful 
thing, an art, a sacrifice, a devotion to 
country—a profession which yields only 
bounty. It 1s always very noble, since 
they wear epaulets, but there is never- 
theless a difference between fighting for 
eternal ideas and fighting to increase 
one’s goods. 

Today it is our turn to talk of liberty, 
of country; and this is why I think this 
war of yours will be disastrous. All 
creatures who think, from the simplest 
students to professors of theology, are 
going to march against you. You have 
at your head the greatest general of the 
world, but we have eternal justice. You 
believe to have for you the Saxons, the 
Bavarians, the Badenese and the Hess-
